Administrative Adjustments and Nutrition Tailoring

The lowa WIC Program food packages are designed to maintain a careful balance between cost and
nutrition integrity. This design process has two components:

o Administrative adjustments made by the state office, and
 Nutrition tailoring by the state office dietitians and the local agency CPAs.

Supplemental foods means those foods containing nutrients determined by nutritional research to be
lacking in the diets of pregnant, breastfeeding, and postpartum women, infants, and children and foods
that promote the health of the population served by the WIC program as indicated by relevant nutrition
science, public health concerns, and cultural eating patterns.

Infant formula is calculated for each month’s food package based on the maximum monthly allowance of
reconstituted fluid ounces of liquid concentrate infant formula for each food package category and infant
feeding option. This is accomplished in the WIC data system using nutritional equivalent coefficients for
the three forms of formula (powder, concentrate and ready-to-feed) for each food package category and

feeding option. For a given food package category and feeding option, this results in the same number of
cans of a formula being issued for the time period.

Infant foods are currently approved only in container sizes that allow a whole number to be issued per
month to achieve the full nutritional benefit.
